The primary election, held Satuv- 
day, was lull of fun and fuss, one 
of the old-time affairs, when workers 
for candidates were out early and 
stayed on the job throughout the day. 
, In Decatur a large crowd was on the 
square “from early morn ’till dewy 
1 eve,” and when the polls closed the 
court square soon filled, all eager to 
hear the returns from the tAvo pre­ 
cinct boxes. 
Shortly after seven 
o’clock partial reports from North 
Decatur and South Decatur were giv- 
1 en out, and a few minutes later re­ 
turns from Greenwood, Slidell and 
Dan, in this commissioners’ precinct 
were proclaimed. 
The crowd yelled 
lustily when the returns indicated 
St. ciair’s election for commissioner, 
and when it was shown that Thoma­ 
son was running away from Neff, 
the Thomason supporters gave vent 
to their feelings with screams. 
The 
Bailey supporters were loud in cheer­ 
ing the returns 4'rom the boxes, and 
it appeared that the former senator 
was leading the field. 
The friends 
of Victor Nobles, who made a run­ 
away race in lauding the nomination 
for tax assessor, were en hands early 
and the reports of the young man’s 
splendid race were 
uiven 
cousin - 
cheers. 
Coffee, running against Wal­ 
ker for representative, made a re 
markable showing in the boxes fir-I 
reported, and as the country boxes 
came in it was soon apparent thai 
the Paradise young man was “clean­ 
ing 
u]>” 
and sweeping 
the field. 
There were no other contests in tin 
county, and 
when the election ct 
Nobles, Coffee and St. Clair was con­ 
ceded, the crowd called for returns 
from over the county in the guber­ 
natorial race. 
These returns were 
slow in coming in by telephone, but 
enough had been received by eleven 
o’clock to assure county for Bailey 
by a small vote over Thomason. Neff 
ran a poor third, his showing being a 
complete surprise to his followers in 
(Decatur. 
Looney was a good fourth, 
running alarmingly close to Mr. Neff 
By some it is believed that the official 
report which will be made tomorrow 
by the county democratic executive 
committee will show that Thomason 
has carried the county by a small 
\ ote over Mr. Bailey, his nearest op­ 
ponent. 


The present outlook is that the to 
tai vote cast in the democratic prima- 
ry election last Saturday will not be 
much in excess of 440,000. 
This is 
I based upon the estimates made to 
day by the Texas Election Bureau. 
Nearly 400,000 votes are so far ac- 


I counted for. 
Mr. Bailey is still in 
the lead and has increased his lead 
over Neff until it is now approximate­ 
ly 5,000. There seems to be no chance 
for Neff to gain in the remainder of 
the count enough votes to give him 
first place in the class. 
Bailey and | 
Neff will go into the run-off primary ' 
August 2 8 in the order named. 
A comparison of the votes cast in 
forty-five 
counties 
complete

years ago is made with the vote com- j 
plete as cast in those counties this ' 
year. 
These counties cast 
75,000 | 
votes for governor this year, as com­ 
pared with 116,704 two years ago. 
As the counties are representative of 
the entire territory of the state it is 
assumed that

election. 
This indicates that only 65 
per cent of the vote of 1918 has 
been cast this 
year. 
Among 
the 
counties that are included in the es­ 
timates are Austin, which cast 309 
votes this year as against 2,6 7 9 two 
years ago; 
Grayson, with 9,004 votes 
against 10,701 in 1918, and Collin, 
with 6,579 as compared with 8,032 
two years ago. 
The total vote of 
Dallas county for governor this year 
will not exceed 18,400, whereas two 
years ago that county cast 2 7,2 03 
votes in tiled emocratic primary. 
Less Than Hall the Vote. 
This showing is to the effect I ha 
the democratic primary election this 
year has polled less than one-half 
of the potential voting strength of 
the state.

A Messenger editor, in company 
with several Oklahoma p r o s p e c to r s , 
visited 
several oil wells* 
in Wise 
county last Friday, and after making 
the rounds of several drilling wells, 
the crowd had a feeling of optimism 
as to the future of the oil business 
in th^e Wonderful County. 
At; the Keystone, southeast of De­ 
catur we found operations tempor­ 
arily 
suspended 
while the 
drillers 
were getting ready to set casing pre­ 
paratory to drilling into an oil sand 
encountered on Wednesday of la?t 
week. .The driller baled the well for 
the visitors, as the baler was em p­ 
tied into the slush-pit, there ap­ 
peared the prettiest kind of a rain­ 
bow on the water, with a consider­ 
able/showing of oil. 
Mr. Melton, in 
charge of the operations at the Key­ 
stone, stated that he was very much 
pleased with the showing and that 
a thorough test of the sand is to be 
made as soon as the water can be 
cased off and the well baled out. 
Mr. 
Melton is one of the most experienc­ 
ed oil men in the state, and one re­ 
markable characteristic of his is that 
he never boasts of what he is doing. 
It is easy to see, however, that he is 
very confident of bringing in a pro­ 
ducing well at tile Keystone. 
At tin* Span No. I, being drilled 
by the Bock-Wilmoth Company, be­ 
tween Decatur and Chico, operations 
were suspended awaiting the arri­ 
val of casing, which was expected at 
any time. 
A good showing of oil is 
reported in this well, which is soon 
to be tested out. 
The slush pit is 
being cleaned out, and it is believed 
by many that this work is being done 
to furnish a storage tank for oil. 
The Bock-Wilmoth people are opti­ 
mistic as to the log of their well and 
the showing they have recently en­ 
countered. 
Mr. Bennett, 
the driller 
at tho 
Heyl well, was busy trying to keep 
the hole open while he was waiting 
for casing, which was expected to 
arrive this week. 
This well struck 
an oil sand two weeks ago and the 
bailer has since been bringing up 
large quantities of a irood quality 
of oil. 
There 
is a great 
deal 
of 
water in this well, and the driller 
stated he had been bothered with 
caving walls, owing to the long wait 
for casing. 
It is the opinion of many 
big oil experts that this well will be 
brought in a producer when the wat­ 
er can he removed. 
The Carey No. I, between Decatur 
and Bridgeport, has almost the same 
condition as the other wells mention­ 
ed. 
A good showing of oil was 
found in this well last week and 
preparations are being made to test 
it. 
The showing in this well is re­ 
ported to have been found at about 
the same depth of that in the Span 
and Hoyl wells, which fact is widely 
commented upon as a favorable con­ 
dition by the many visiting oil men. 
We found leasing very active in 
all parts of the county, yet the own­ 
ers of leases near the above men­ 
tioned well were slow in pricing the 
land, most of them choosing to wait 
developments before 
putting 
their 
stuff on the market. 
There is prospect of considerable 
new development starting soon in dif­ 
ferent sections of the county. Nego­ 
tiations are on for two new tests in 
th Chico country and one in the Pella 
country. Scouts for the big oil com­ 
panies are busy 
in trying 
to get 
some of the choice leases, while a 
host of prominent oil men from all 
parts of Texas and Oklahoma ar^ 
coming in to get leases.

highest popular vote attained by the 
dry party was in 1892 when it poll­ 
ed 2 64,133 votes.

1912, 
getting

votes.
